Paul’s prophecy is to be ful- | 


filled, it is certainly impor- 
tant that we give some atten- 
tion to the subject of obliga- 
tions. In Paul’s prophecy 
about the last days, among 
other things he declares that 
there shall be truce-breakers. 
It is evident according to this 
prophecy that there shall not 
only be a general tendency 
in this direction, but it shall 
be a prevailing curse over the 
whole world. 

It might be well to explain 
alittle more clearly the mean- 
ing of the term. The word, 
“truce: breaker” means simp- 
ly the breaking of an engage- 
ment, or violating a covenant, 
or breaking a contract. To 
be atruce-breaker one would 
regard his obligations as of lit- 
tle worth. And if he promis- 
ed to pay a bill or meet a 
person at a certain time and 
place and then fail to do so 
without any reasonable ex- 
cuse, his obligation would be 
broken; he would be a truce- 
breaker. 


Now Paul says this is to be 
a prevailing epidemic in the 
last days. Then we con- 
clude that the demon powers 
will be so oppressive, and 


_.wield such an influence, that 


even those who are honest 
and sincere will be more or 
less effected by it. We only 
have to call attention to a 
few things to convince the 
people that we are now un- 
der this mighty curse. 


A man will come to you 
and borrow twenty-five cents 
and promise to pay it ‘back 
the next Saturday evening. 
That Saturday passes and a 
hundred more and still nev- 
er a word about the twenty- 
five cents. The same is true 
of larger amounts. This prin- 
ciple today is so imbibed in 
the human race that business 
men will scarcely count a 
man’s word of any value. 
Store keepers have in many 
instances lost all confidence 
in Christianity because they 
have noticed so frequently 
that many professing Chris- 
tians seemed to regard their 





promises or obligations of so 
little value. They promise, 


to pay at a certain time, and | 


plead their poverty and 
touch the sympathy of the 


big hearted merchant by tell- 


ing them of their wives and 
children suffering for food. 
Then when the time -comes 
to pay they take their money 
and spend it at another store 
or in some way to get rid of 
it and never show them- 
selves to the first merchant. 

We only need to briefly 
mention the thousands of di- 
vorce cases that are listed 
every year, for that curse is 
so popular that nothing 
scarcely is thought ofit when 
a husband and wife separate. 
They take the solemn obli- 
gation and promise to live 
together and love each other 
until death alone shall sepa- 
rate them, and then in a little 
while break their covenant 
just as flippantly and lightly 
as if there was nothing to it, 
and then live under a lie un- 
til death, and the Book plain- 
ly states what shall become 
of all liars. 


Truce-breakers—covenant 
breakers—those who regard 
their obligations as nothing. 
The world is full of people of 
that kind and you know it. 
Then when such an awful in- 
fluence of hellishness is bear- 
ing down upon the human 
race I’m sure that all will 
agree with me that it is time 
to consider our obligations 
and what they are worth to 
ourselves, to others and to 


God.
